In Chattanooga one thinks of these 
words of Cowper: 
“God made the 
country and man made the tow n;’’ 
and just in proportion as God’s mind j 
far exceeds the mind of mankind, so j 
does the natural beauty of Chatta­ 
nooga exceed the city. Although, af­ 
ter the manner of cities, it is indeed 
a worthy one. 
Something over three 
hundred factories add iheir hum to , 
the bustle of the place. It might well I 
be called to city of “blue haze.” 
So , 
much smoke mingled with the blue j 
of the mountains nakes a gray at- j 
mosphere thru which the sun never ! 
shines unpleasantly warm. 
As to advantages offered by Chat- I 
tanooga it boasts a university, three 
colleges, two military schools and a 
good type of grammar and high 
schools. 
Quite a long list of church­ 
es add to, or rather lead in the up­ 
lift of the city’s morals. 
You, there­ 
fore, see that the town is very much 
on the map. 
But truly God made 
the setting for the place. 
So it is a 
big “hand to hand’’ city—one phase 
of it proclaiming tne work of God's 
own hand and the other the handi­ 
work of mankind. 
Everywhere you 
find the earth both grey and rosy. 
You see the mountains from a dis­ 
tance— many colors. 
But stop and 
gaze— all is blue! 
Very sacred to 
the memory of Dixie veterans is this 
“ hand to hand” city. Just where the 
city slows up Chickamauga Park sets 
in. 
This park is hallowed ground. 
The north and south vie with each 
other trying to do homage to their 
dead. 
Here the three days’ great 
struggle between Generals Bragg and 
Longstreet of the southern army and 
Rosecrans of the north was enacted. 
An old soldier of Chickamauga told 
us that after the awful battle smoke 
had cleared away that one could walk 
for several hundred yards by step­ 
ping from corpse to corpse. And now 
this entire park o! 8,512 acres is 
marked here, there and everywhere 
by magnificent state monuments. One 
may read the nanu of Georgia on a 
beautiful stone, turn about and just 
a few feet away is perhaps Illinois, 
then look another direction and see 
Kentucky or New York. 
Wherever 
troops had fallen, both northern and 
southern, have marked the ground as 
sacred. 
There is n j room for strife 
in Chickamauga. 
They stand with 
monument for monument, showing 
too plainly that nor.ii and south are 
brothers now in common sorrow. 
We looked until looking became a 
store. 
We kept thinking over and 
over this one thought; 
“What an 
awful woe is w ar!” 
Mounted cannons* scattered here 
and yonder mark che positions of 
each commanding officer during the 
three days' battle. Large state mark- I 
ors throughout the grounds tell brief­ 
ly the main details of each struggle, 
and it is all very inspiring to the 
student of history. 
Our party was standing reading 
the inscription on one of the magni­ 
ficent stones in Chickamauga y h e i 
the park overseer m d a bunch of 
negro sweepers came up. 
Our escort 
advised we mo\e on as the sweepers 
had come to “clean up” the monu­ 
ment. As we walker away we learn­ 
ed that each stone was kept immacu­ 
late. 
The concrete bases, 
which 
sometime cover a space of several 
feet, are swept and the stones them­ 
selves mopped free of the accumu­ 
lation of cobwebs and dirt. 
So rfter fifty-eigiit long years tho 
sacrifice of these unknown heroes is 
still trash in the hearts of their fel­ 
low c< untrymen and the spot on 
which their lives went out to meet 
God is kept by a sentiment which 
commands: 
“Take off your shoes, 
rile soil which you tread is sacred 
earl Ii! ’’ 
On Missionary Ridge, which is a 
p.iri cf Chickamauga battlefield, are 
some ct the most beautiful homes 
found £ aywhere— they are perfect 
mansions. 
t 
Below Missionary Ridge and far- 
thei down into Chattanooga lies the 
national cemetery. 
Here all the un 
known dead of the three days’ battle 
rest. 
Row- after row of ti ny white 
stones completely cover the earth. 
Again as one would look upon these 
unknown graves the thought would 
come: 
“What an awful woe is war.” 
Leaving the battlefield and ceme­ 
tery you soon find yourself at the 
foot«of Look Out Mountain. The in­ 
cline railway up this mountain, tho 
not the longest in the world, is pro­ 
nounced the steepest. 
Our party as­ 
cended the mountain by the incline 
and came down in an automobile. A 
trip one way thoroughly satisfied our 
spirits of adventure. 
Many more | 
women ride the incline than men. I 
Men say they think they would be 
taking their lives in their own hands. 
Perhaps they are right. 
Surely man 
is as brave as woman and woman is 
as brave as man. 
On Look Out we hunted chestnuts

Movements of Sun, Moon and Earth 
Accurately Represented by New 
Astronomical Clock. 


What Is said to be an Improved as­ 
tronomical clock represents the ideas 
and unrelenting work of an ingenious 
Chicagoan, Michael Bulka. This clock 
exemplifies and illustrates the move­ 
ments of the earth and moon around 
the sun, with the moon swinging about 
the earth. 
These various movements, 
In concert with the actual happen­ 
ings, typify the four seasons of the 
year. 
In a glass dome surrounding the 
clock are three globes representing 
the sun, earth and moon. This group 
shows how the sun illuminates the 
earth and moon; how the earth re­ 
volves around Its axis every 24 hours, 
giving us both day and night; how

earth, thus changing its Illuminated 
area; and how the earth and moon 
together revolve around the sun, giv­ 
ing us the 12 months in the year. The 
eclipses of the sun and moon, when 
they occur, are plainly depicted by 
the mechanism. 
Tile globes representing the sun and 
moon have been coated with phos­ 
phorous preparation which radiates 
rays of light. The clock has two dials 
indicating time of the year and of the 
day.—Scientific American.

During tile war and since, the United 
States Departm ent of A griculture has 
encouraged tire keeping of a poultry 
flock in the city baek-yard as one of 
the best means of cutting the high 
Cost of living. 
When proper care hag been given 
the flock the results in m ost instances 
have been very gratifying. 
A woman 
living in St. Louis recently w rote the 
departm ent concerning the success that 
attended tile efforts. 
“I h ear people say hen’s don’t pay, 
but surely they cannot have kept a c ­ 
counts and records. I have had a small 
Hock of 24 hens in my city back-yard 
since the government urged us to get 
into the gam e three years ago.

ending October 31, 1920;

feed bill, the grain being bought at 
retail, am ounted to $60.74. 
“My entire egg production w as 3,603

HOW TO BREAK BROODY HENS 


Confine Them in 8mall Coop, R aised^) 
Off Ground, Preferably With a 
Slatted Bottom. 


When 
hen* 
become 
broody 
they 
should be “broken up” as quickly as 
possible. 
The sooner this is done, the 
sooner they will resum e laying. 
To 
break a hen of broodiness, she should 
he confined to a small coop raised off 
the ground, preferably w ith a slat bot­ 
tom. Give her plenty of watefr to 
drink; she may be fed or not, as de­ 
sired. 
Not much difference will be 
found in the tim e required to break 
her of broodiness, w hether she Is fed 
or made to fast, say poultry special­ 
ists of the United States D epartm ent 
of Agriculture. 
Usually from three; to six days’ con­ 
finement will break her, but some hens 
require ten to twelve days. The broody 
hen will he recognized by lier Inclina­ 
tion to stay on the nest at night, the 
ruffling of lier feathers and her picking 
at anyone w ho approaches lier, and by 
the clucking noise she makes. The fact 
chut her broodiness has been “broken 
up” can be recognized by t h ^ l s a p - 
pearance of these symptoms. 


AVOID 
ROUP-INFECTED 
EGGS 


Select Eggs From Flock Which Has 
Not Been Infected Wherever It 
Is Possible. 


It is not advisable to set eggs from 
flock th at has been infected w ith roui 
If at all possible, by all m eans seled 
hatching eggs from another flock w illed 
has not been so infected or from hens 
which have never had Hie discuss.
